Almost 100 repayment claims 
won every day for late trains

RAIL campaigners say their long-run¬ 
ning accusations of poor service 
have been proved after almost 35,000 
compensation claims were paid out for 
delayed trains in just one year. 

Figures released to this newspaper 
show 34,856 successful claims have 
been made under the Delay Repay 
scheme since it was introduced by 
Southeastern in July, 2011, amounting 
to almost 100 claims every day. 

Delay Repay was brought in follow¬ 
ing a campaign by long-suffering com¬ 
muters. It entitles all ticket holders to 
claim compensation immediately, paid 
in rail tickets, if any journey is delayed 
by 30 minutes or more. 

Co-founder of the Alliance of Kent 
Commuters, John Nicholson from Herne 
Bay, said the high number of claims 
validated what passengers had been 
saying for years about the train service. 

And he claimed the actual figure of 
disrupted journeys was likely to be 
higher. 

“Not that many people are actually 
claiming; the forms are fiddly and the 
amount you get back isn’t always worth 
it,” he said. 

Mr Nicholson told KoS that passen¬ 
gers held up by 30 minutes or more 
receive £3 in ticket vouchers, or £6 if 


delayed for more than an hour. 

But he said that his season ticket costs 
around £4,100 a year, and it is not 
worth the hassle to make claims. 

“I’ve only claimed once when I could 
have claimed half a dozen times or 
more. There are others I know who 
don’t claim either,” he said. “One thing 
that just beggars belief is that Network 
Rail pay Southeastern if the delay is 
caused by them, but Southeastern 
doesn’t pass that on to the traveller.” 

Mr Nicholson has drawn up a docu¬ 
ment with Canterbury City Council 
which will be submitted as part of the 
recently launched consultation into the 
rail franchise. 

Southeastern’s franchise ends on 
March 31, 2014, and the Department 


for Transport has invited communities 
to have a say on who should take over. 

Thanet North MP Roger Gale, who 
has led calls for Southeastern to be 
stripped of its franchise, said Kent’s MPs 
had met this week to discuss the service. 
He said he was not surprised by the high 
number of claims but, like Mr Nichol¬ 
son, believed it was actually higher. 

“In some instances they skip stops to 
make up the time,” he said. 

“Even if you have been waiting on the 
platform for half an hour, if you get 
there in the given timescale on another 
train you can’t claim.” 

Mr Gale also stressed there were 
many trains that were 20-25 minutes 
late and that on an hour or hour-and-a- 
half journey, 30 minutes was a large 


percentage of travel time. 

But Southeastern said it was commit¬ 
ted to providing the best possible service 
to passengers. 

A spokeswoman said: “Unfortunate¬ 
ly, sometimes despite ours and Network 
Rail’s best efforts, systems do occasion¬ 
ally fail and delays do occur. 

“We introduced the Delay Repay 
scheme last year to enable passengers 
to claim for these unavoidable delays 
straight away rather than wait until re¬ 
newing a season ticket. 

“We acknowledge it can be frustrat¬ 
ing to be delayed, that’s why we advo¬ 
cate the scheme and in turn the cus¬ 
tomer satisfaction on this part of the 
network is at record levels.” 

Independent rail watchdog Passen¬ 
ger Focus said travellers want a smooth¬ 
er claim process. 

Manager Guy Dangerfield said: 
“Clearly, it is better for passengers if 
trains run on time and they have no 
need to claim compensation. 

“But passengers tell us that for the 
times when delays do happen they want 
a straightforward, hassle-free means of 
obtaining compensation. 

“A system based on ‘delay repay’, but 
with a smoother, less paper-based 
claims process is what passengers tell us 
they want, together with a means to 
compensate for regular delays of less 
than 30 minutes.”

Guilty: Fake cabbie who raped 25-year-old on Christmas Eve 


A BOGUS taxi driver has 
been found guilty of raping 
a 25-year-old woman after 
luring her into his car. 

Nathan Lee Gifford, 44, of 
Coleshall Close, Maidstone, 
raped the victim in the early 
hours of Christmas Eve 2011. 

The woman had been 


partying at a nightclub in 
Canterbury Street, Gillingham, 
but was separated from her 
friends so left to go home. 

While waiting for a taxi after 
leaving the club at 2.35am, 
Gifford got out of the borrowed 
cab he was using to pick up 
unofficial fares and helped 


the victim into the car before 
driving off. 

Two men found the woman 
at 3.10am curled up in an 
alleyway near the Medway 
Maritime Hospital and alerted 
police. Gifford was arrested at 
7.20pm on Christmas Eve and 
charged late on Christmas 


Day. He denied the offence but 
was found guilty on July 5 at 
Maidstone Crown Court. 

He has been remanded in 
custody and is due to be 
sentenced on August 3. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Paul Fotheringham said: 
"Fortunately, this sort of crime 


is uncommon, but it has had 
a significant impact on the 
victim, who, in this case was 
subjected to a harrowing 
ordeal last Christmas. I would 
like to praise the courage of 
this woman and all the 
witnesses who helped officers 
with the investigation."

A COUPLE who already have enough children to 
field a football team are expecting baby number 
12 - and say they might not stop there. 

Tania and Michael Sullivan, from Hoo, are 
well known for their brood after appearing in a 
Channel 4 documentary in January. 

The couple have nine children between them: 
Caitlin, 12, Harry, nine, Eddie, seven, Sid, six, 
Paddy, five, Oliver, three, Joseph, one, and eight- 
month-old twins Anna and Libby. 

Mrs Sullivan, 3 7, also has two children, Ben, 19, 
and Stephanie, 18, from a previous relationship. 

Now Mrs Sullivan is 18 weeks pregnant with 
her twelfth baby, due on December 2. 

The couple, who have been married for 10 years, 
believe every pregnancy is a blessing, particularly 
after suffering eight miscarriages in the past. 

Previous reports have suggested their 
reasons for having children were solely down to 
religion; Mr Sullivan, 39, is a Catholic and Mrs 


Sullivan is Greek Orthodox. 

However, they say they also researched the 
contraceptive pill and didn’t agree with the way 
it works. 

Mrs Sullivan said: “There was never a time 
where we decided we would have a lot of chil¬ 
dren. We’re happy to have more children, but 
don’t feel we can plan on having more as the 
miscarriages have made us wary, but they’ve 
also made us appreciate how precious the gift of 
life is and how lucky a person is to be able to con¬ 
ceive and carry a child. 

“We also researched and didn’t agree on the 
way contraceptives worked or on the reasons for 
using them. 

“If a couple is in a solid marriage and happy to 
be parents again why use a contraceptive and 
stop it just because it’s expected of you to? 

“If it [pregnancy] happens, then great. We 
love having the kids and we are blessed when we 
do fall pregnant. There’s no target, if this was 
our last one then that’s fine.” 

The couple live in a five-bedroom house with 


10 of their children. Daughter Stephanie lives in 
Surrey and works as a marketing consultant. 

Mrs Sullivan said: “They get on really well. They 
have their squabbles, but it works somehow.” 

The children are all home schooled, but Mrs 
Sullivan says they still integrate with other chil¬ 
dren, going to camps and joining clubs. 

Mr Sullivan works as a self-employed joiner 
and the family also get an income from adverts 
on their blogging website www.largerfamilylife. 
com. 

They say companies approach them regularly 
to promote their products, but they turn away 
work because they don’t want to “sell out” as 
their blog, which gets 30,000 unique hits a 
month, is “based on trust”. 

The couple’s latest business venture is a partner¬ 
ship with games giant Drummond Games, promot¬ 
ing a range of board games which will go on sale 
in September in time for the Christmas rush. 

Mrs Sullivan took five of the children to a 
Christmas in July event this week to promote the 
games.

Doctor back in the house as NHS 
trust agrees to keep surgery open 


MARLOWE Park Medical Centre has been saved 
from closure following months of uncertainty 
for its patients. 

NHS Kent and Medway Primary Care Trust 
(PCT) threatened to close the centre at the end 
of March after failing to negotiate a contract 
with its owner - a move which created anger 
among the local community. 

The Strood surgery is owned by Dr Sanjeev 
Kumar Juneja, but when his partnership with 
another doctor dissolved last year the PCT 
apparently wanted to take over the surgery - 
despite Dr Juneja’s name being 
on the mortgage. 

Dr Juneja wanted to continue 
to operate the surgery himself 
and when a contract agreement 
could not be reached the PCT 
notified patients it would close 
on March 31. 

Residents began a petition on 
Medway Council's website, 
signed by 157 people desperate 
to stop the closure. MP for Rochester and 
Strood Mark Reckless, joined by local Labour 
and Conservative councillors, all expressed their 
support to keep the surgery open. 

The PCT then offered Dr Juneja a three- 
month contract extension while they continued 
to discuss the centre's future. 

After further negotiations, the council's health 
and adult social care committee asked the PCT 
to give them an update on the situation on June 
26. The PCT report stated it intended to keep 
the surgery open and offer Dr Juneja a perma¬ 
nent contract. 

It said the majority of the surgery's 3,500 
patients wanted Dr Juneja to continue to be 


their GP and that keeping the centre open 
"brings a point of closure to the uncertainty that 
has faced the practice over the last year". 

Finally, following months of anxiety for 
patients who thought they may be forced to 
move GP, the PCT finally signed the contract 
with Dr Juneja last Friday. 

Dr Juneja said he was touched by the way Mr 
Reckless supported his cause. 

He said: "I was moved when I found out that 
he actually engaged full-time to the cause of 
Marlowe Park and its patients at the time when 
his wife was expecting a baby 
and he should have been 
concentrating on family matters. 

"We couldn't have done it 
without this campaign and I think 
our patients have a reason to be 
proud of such a selfless MP and 
hardworking councillors." 

MP Mr Reckless said he was 
delighted with the news. 

He said: "It is a testament to 
Dr Juneja and his staff that so many in the 
community came out in support of our cam¬ 
paign to keep the surgery open. I welcome the 
news that a permanent agreement has now 
been reached which secures the surgery's 
continuing presence in Strood." 

NHS Kent and Medway medical director, Dr 
James Thallon, said: "I would Like to apologise 
for the uncertainty, distress and anxiety this 
matter may have caused patients. It is a matter 
of deep regret that the PCT was unable to reach 
an agreement with Dr Juneja on previous 
occasions, but both organisations are now 
looking forward to working together to continue 
providing NHS services in the community."

A USED-CAR salesman found 
guilty of murdering his wife 
and child in an arson attack 
has been jailed for 38 years. 

Danai Muhammadi, 24, 
sprayed petrol through the let¬ 
terbox of his estranged wife’s 
home in Chatham Hill and set 
fire to it as they slept. 

Melissa Crook, 20, and their 
15-month-old son Noah died in 
the fire on September 10 last 
year. Her father - Mark Crook, 
48, died later that week in 
hospital from severe injuries. 

Two other people in the 
house at the time - Melissa’s 
mother Amanda, 49, and her 
brother Bohdan, 21 - were able 
to escape to safety through up¬ 
stairs windows. They suffered 
burns and injuries. 

Muhammadi, of Brittania 
Street, Coventry, was found 
guilty of three counts of murder 
and two of attempted murder. 

During a six-week trial, 


Maidstone Crown Court heard 
how Muhammadi drove with 
his girlfriend Emma Smith from 
Coventry to friend and co-de¬ 
fendant Farhad Mahmud’s 
house in Maidstone. 

Under the cover of darkness, 
Muhammadi and Mahmud 
then drove to Chatham, stop¬ 
ping on the way to fill a fuel 
canister and garden sprayer 
with petrol. 


At around 2.15 am they 
squirted petrol through the let¬ 
ter box. The petrol was ignited, 
and within minutes flames had 
engulfed the hallway and stairs 
of the property cutting off the 
family’s escape route. 

Door supervisor Mahmud, 
35, of Fernhill Road, Maid¬ 
stone, denied three counts of 
murder and two of attempted 
murder. 


He was found guilty and was 
sentenced to 34 years. 

Unemployed Smith, 22, 
formerly of The Barley Lea, 
Coventry, was sentenced to 14 
years after being found guilty 
of the manslaughter of all three 
victims. She was found not 
guilty of the attempted murder 
charges. 

Det Chief Inspector David 
Chewter, from the Kent and Es¬ 


sex Serious Crime Directorate 
said: “This was one of the most 
tragic cases I have dealt with in 
24 years of policing and my 
thoughts are with the Crook 
family who lost three genera¬ 
tions of their close-knit family as 
a result of the fire which was de¬ 
liberately set by someone they 
had welcomed into their family. 

“The sentences reflect the se¬ 
verity of the charges and I hope 


the Crook family can now move 
on with their lives. 

“They have been torn apart 
and will forever have to live 
with the consequences of the 
selfish actions of others.” 

Earlier this month, Amanda 
Crook spoke of her devastation. 

She said: “We will never live 
there again. Never. We have no 
photographs, we’ve got no pos¬ 
sessions. There are very few 
things we’ve managed to sal¬ 
vage: there’s nothing of Melis¬ 
sa’s, there’s nothing of Mark’s, 
there’s nothing of mine, there’s 
nothing of Bohdie’s. 

“We’ve got, really, nothing. 

“The only thing I walked out 
that house with was my pyja¬ 
mas which the police took, and 
my glasses, that was it.” 

Melissa and Muhammadi 
married in Rochester in 2009, 
and moved to Coventry, but 
the pair split and Melissa moved 
back in with her family in Kent 
with Noah in March, 2011.

Get set to tell Government why an airport is too 
costly, not wanted, and would destroy marshes

THIS month should - if we take the 
Government’s word for it - see the 
launch of the long-awaited aviation 
consultation. 

The Department for Transport told 
this newspaper just weeks ago that 
the anticipated aviation paper and 
subsequent consultation will start 
“before the summer”. 

Taking into account Parliamentary 
recess, that should mean in the next 
few weeks. But no firm date has been 
set, leaving people living in north Kent 
waiting, yet again, for a review that 
should have happened nearly four 
months ago. 

This week there have been reports 
that a final decision on whether to 
build an airport in the Thames Estu¬ 
ary or expand Heathrow would not be 
made until after the general election 
in 2015, to avoid a fight between the 
Coalition parties. 

This has been denied, however, by 
the Department for Transport. But it 
only goes to highlight the uncertainty 
that has been hanging for years over 
people living on the Hoo Peninsula. 


Joan Darwell, campaigner from 
Friends of the North Kent Marshes, 
said for her it had been going on for a 
decade. 

“It’s just going on and on - we have 
it hanging over us all the time,” she 
said. “We’ve been through all this 
before. This doesn’t just affect people 
living on the Hoo Peninsula, this af¬ 
fects so many more living in villages 
and around the Medway stretch. 

“People are getting scared, they

think this is getting serious. When we 
were fighting the Cliffe plan people 
were scared to bury their loved ones 
in the church there. It’s happening 
again and it’s terrible to see. 

“We’re just hoping politicians will 
see sense and stop this. 

“This estuary airport plan could 
end up running on for years. People 
living here live in uncertainty, it’s 
very unfair.” 

She added: “For Friends of the

North Kent Marshes it’s never been 
about our homes, it’s about the im¬ 
portance of this protected area and we 
will keep fighting to protect it.” 

The Department for Transport said 
it hoped to have a decision on a pre¬ 
ferred option by 2 013. 

The Prime Minister recently hinted 
at a U-turn over plans for a third 
Heathrow runway despite, when in 
opposition, lambasting the Labour gov¬ 
ernment for looking at the proposal. 

Transport minister Justine Green¬ 
ing is opposed to Heathrow expansion 


as are a number of other senior Tories 
and Mayor of London, Boris Johnson, 
who is championing the estuary 
airport plan. 

Many hope a decision on the future 
of aviation in the South East will be 
made as as quickly as possible, but 
having already experienced a delay in 
the consultation, sceptical campaign¬ 
ers are not holding their breath. 

Medway Council, which is against 
the estuary airport proposal, is already 
gearing up to respond to the aviation 
consultation. 

Deputy leader Cllr Alan Jarrett said: 
“We are awaiting the start of their 
consultation and we will put forward 
a full, frank and detailed response 
stating clearly why a Thames estuary 
airport is a complete non-starter. 

“It is too costly; it is not wanted by a 
huge array of people - including some 
of the air industry’s leading figures 
and City financiers; and it would need¬ 
lessly devastate an area of global envi¬ 
ronmental importance. 

“We know many others will also re¬ 
spond to the consultation stating 
their opposition and would urge your 
readers to do likewise when the con¬ 
sultation does start.”

Pioneering radio broadcaster 
and Gills’ match-day man dies

FORMER BBC Radio Kent and 
Radio 2 presenter, and founding 
member of commercial station In- 
victa, Don Durbridge has died. He 
was 73. 

The radio veteran first broadcast 
to the nation in 19 5 5 at the age of 
16 as co-host of the BBC Light Pro¬ 
gramme’s Younger Generation. 

In 1974, he joined the Light Pro¬ 
gramme’s successor, BBC Radio 2, 
as a continuity announcer and 
newsreader. He was also a regular 
cover presenter stepping into the 
shoes of Terry Wogan, Jimmy 
Young and Ed Stewart as well as 
hosting such iconic shows as Fami¬ 
ly Favourites, Friday Night is Music 
Night, Night Ride and Sport on 2. 

A keen sportsman in his younger 
days, Don was London table tennis 
champion for two years and also 
enjoyed boxing, cycling, running 
and water polo. 

He also worked for many years 
for the forces’ radio service, BFBS, 
including at the Munich Olympics 


in 19 72 where he secured a world¬ 
wide scoop - an exclusive interview 
with the swimmer Mark Spitz, who 
had won an unprecedented, at the 
time, seven gold medals at the 
Games. 

Born in Glasgow in 1939 and 
raised in south London, Mr Dur- 


bridge’s adopted home was ‘the 
beautiful county of Kent’ as he 
called it. 

In 1984, he was part of the 
launch team for the county’s very 
first commercial radio station, In- 
victa Sound. 

In the late eighties and early 


nineties he worked for BBC Radio 
Kent as presenter of the popular 
nostalgia music show, Remember 
When, and was also the matchday 
announcer at Gillingham Football 
Club. 

After a short time living and 
working in Malta, he returned to 
the UK in 1997 and found himself 
back among the golden oldies 
doing what he enjoyed most when 
he joined Saga’s new national 
digital service, Primetime Radio, 
hosting the late night show, In 
Mellow Mood. 

Mr Durbridge emigrated to Spain 
in 2006. His final radio stop was 
with REM FM (now Talk Radio Eu¬ 
rope), where he presented weekend 
shows with a mix of music, chat 
and celebrity guests as diverse as 
the entertainer Max Bygraves and 
jazz loving politician Ken Clarke. 

Mr Durbridge died after a short 
illness. 

He is survived by his first wife, 
Yvonne, who lives in Margate, and 
also leaves a daughter, Moira, 
and a grandson, Teddy, who live in 
Derbyshire.

Cars seized and one 
arrest made as police 
carry out spot checks

POLICE pulled over more than 90 motorists, 
seized drugs and vehicles and issued fines for 
those driving without insurance, in a major 
clampdown last Friday. 

The operation, which police hailed a great 
success, took place on the Medway City Estate in 
Strood during the evening. 

And they warned there will be similar events 
taking place in a bid to make the roads safer. 

One man was arrested on suspicion of posses¬ 
sion of cannabis and three vehicles were seized 
during the operation. 

Officers and special constables from the north 
Kent and Medway division of Kent Police were 
joined by colleagues from VOS A - the Vehicle 
and Operator Services Agency - during the stop 
check. 

Fines were issued for no insurance, not 
wearing a seat belt and not having an up-to- 
date MOT. 

Medway’s Chief Inspector, Richard Cherry, 
said: “This was a very successful evening during 
which we arrested one man, have taken vehicles 
from the roads which have no insurance, and 
given words of advice to motorists.

Sign up to help others

HEALTH bosses are calling for more people to 
sign up to the Organ Donor Register to mark 
National Transplant Week which gets under way 
on Monday. 

The Medway NHS Foundation Trust is backing 
the NHS Blood and Transplant's Pass It On 
campaign for more people to be on the register 
and for relatives to be aware of their wishes. 

Dr David Simpson, consultant anaesthetist, 
said: "We know that 90 percent of people would 
be happy to donate their organs after they die 
rather than waste an opportunity to help others, 
but we often face the problem that families are 
unaware of their dying loved one's wishes." 

To sign up to the register log-on to www. 
organdonation.nhs.uk and inform your family of 
your decision. 


“It is vital motorists keep their cars taxed, with 
an up-to-date MOT and ensure they drive safely. 

“This operation was a reminder to motorists 
that they will be dealt with robustly if they break 
the law.” 

PC Wendy Knight added: “This operation uti¬ 
lised more than 30 special constables, who pro¬ 
vide a valuable resource. Those who volunteer 
give their time to support regular officers in deliv¬ 
ering high visibility and community policing.” 

The man arrested has been summonsed to 
court for the offence. 

Other punishments handed out included: One 
person received a £200 fine for having no insur¬ 
ance. Ten people received a £60 fine for offences 
such as having no MOT, inadequate learner 
plates and seatbelt offences. 

Two vehicles were seized by VOS A and one by 
the special constables for having no insurance. 

VOS A spoke to 14 people in relation to prohi¬ 
bitions against tyres, brakes and lights. Words of 
advice were given to 33 motorists for speed, 
lights, vehicle defects and registration issues.

Medway Council’s team seized 
counterfeit mobile phone covers be¬ 
ing sold for £5 on a market stall. 

It formed part of a push to crack 
down on anyone trying to capital¬ 
ise on the Games through unau¬ 
thorised use of the Olympic logos 
and trademarks. 

It is a criminal offence to use 
symbols, mottos or logos associated 
with the Olympics unless traders 
are official partners or sponsors. 

Anyone breaching the Olympic 


Symbol Protection Act faces a fine 
of up to £20,000. 

Medway Council’s portfolio hold¬ 
er for community safety and cus¬ 
tomer contact, Cllr Mike O’Brien 
said: “The council’s Trading Stand¬ 
ards team is monitoring the market 
place in the run up to the Olympic 
Games to ensure no fakes are being 
sold in the area. 

“It is important to our shops who 
are offering authentic Olympic 
memorabilia that their business is 
not prejudiced by these rogue trad¬ 
ers who sell cheap fakes. 

“The 2012 Olympics is the big¬ 
gest sporting event in Britain 
and many people naturally want 
to support it through the 
merchandising, which features

the Olympic logos and symbols. It 
is important that they can be 
confident the goods they are buy¬ 
ing are genuine and comply with 
safety standards. 

“Medway Council’s Trading 
Standards team is determined the 
2012 Olympics will not be used as a 
platform for disreputable traders to 
sell shoddy fakes.” 

If you are offered Olympic goods 
that you suspect might be counter¬ 


feit, contact Trading Standards on 
08454 040506. 

The Olympic Games get under 
way at the end of the month in Lon¬ 
don with a glitzy opening ceremony 
on July 27. Prior to the opening 
ceremony, the Olympic torch will 
make its way through Medway - 
taking in Rochester, Chatham and 
Gillingham.

We will ground estuary airport 


Campaigner Jamie Weir explains the unique background to the fight 
against a Thames Estuary airport and why the idea should not go ahead 


DESPITE it being nowhere near 
Christmas, the beginning of 
July should bring CPRE Protect 
Kent something we have been 
waiting months for. 

The Government is intend¬ 
ing to launch its consultation 
into the future of aviation in 
the UK, which is particularly 
relevant to Kent in light of the 
recent proposals for a Thames 
Estuary airport. 

We’ve been looking forward 
to this consultation as it means 
that finally, you, the people of 
Kent, will get to have a say on 
these plans, which we believe 
will be incredibly damaging to 
the environment and quality of 
life for people in north Kent. 

The campaign against the 
airport proposals is unlike al¬ 
most any we have ever run be¬ 
fore. We are regularly fighting 
the same side as other environ¬ 
mental groups, but it is ex¬ 
tremely rare that we are united 
with as many local authorities 
and MPs as we are now. Every¬ 


body, except a few politicians 
in London, seems to accept that 
these proposals for a new 
Thames Estuary airport are lu¬ 
dicrous and would have a dis¬ 
astrous impact on local people, 
communities and biodiversity. 

Whilst there is absolutely no 
doubt that should these pro¬ 
posals go ahead they would 
cause irreparable damage to 
the landscape and wildlife of 
the area, what of the impact on 
you, the people of Kent? 

CPRE Protect Kent believes 
these plans would have an in¬ 
credibly detrimental effect on 
the quality of life for people in 
Kent and Medway. The new 
airport would be likely to oper¬ 
ate 24 hours a day, leading to a 
massive increase in noise and 
air pollution, while the huge 
scale of it would result in a 
sprawling infrastructure. 

There would need to be hous¬ 
ing and industrial units con¬ 
structed to replace those dis¬ 
placed from Heathrow, Gatwick 


and Stansted, and alongside 
these the associated services; 
and all this in a county which is 
known to be already severely 
water stressed. 

When politicians think about 
the UK’s strategic aviation ca¬ 
pacity, they seem to miss the 
point that it is a national issue, 
and instead focus almost exclu¬ 
sively on air travel to and from 
the South East of the country. 
This is utterly inappropriate, 
especially in an age of high¬ 
speed rail links. 

So, is there really a need for 
this new Thames Estuary air¬ 
port? If you listen to Boris, 
you’ll almost certainly believe 
that without one, Britain is 
about to be consigned to the 
dustbin of history as other 
countries take all of our busi¬ 
ness; and all because Heathrow 
is running low on capacity. But 
isn’t Heathrow only one of 
three other airports surround¬ 
ing London? Those airports still 
have plenty of spare capacity,

so why should we take all this 
potential away from them? 
Surely that would severely af¬ 
fect their financial viability? 

Equally, is there really a case 
that air travel will increase as 
predicted? In an age of growing 
pressure to reduce carbon foot¬ 
prints, businesses are turning 
to solutions like video confer¬ 
encing to ensure that unless it 
is absolutely necessary, execu¬ 
tives aren’t flying anywhere. 

CPRE Protect Kent does not 
believe there is a need for a new 
airport in the Thames Estuary, 
or indeed in the South East. But 
even if there was, we feel the 
proposed area is about the 
worst anyone could choose. 

We have fought Thames Es¬ 
tuary airport plans before at 
Cliffe, and we look forward to 
watching these dangerous ide¬ 
as get rejected, too.

Traffic trials 
must stop now 

Since the Westgate Traffic trial 
began, residents have told us 
their views and experiences. 

The majority are concerned, 
as was shown at the Joint 
Transportation Board meeting 
on June 19. The removal of 
pedestrian crossings remains 
the major worry. Residents 
have told us they want the 
crossings, not ‘desire lines’. 

Residents from Station Road 
West to Queens Avenue face 
peak-time congestion and an 
increase in exhaust fumes - 


and displacement from the 
scheme on nearby roads, too. 

A number of businesses are 
feeling the pinch. One tells us 
takings have fallen by 30 per 
cent since the trial began, with 
similar falls also reported. 

There have been positives - 
closure of Pound Lane, 20mph 
zones and HGV restrictions. 
These must be retained. 

But can the city really 
endure another eight months 
of this trial? Especially as so 
many have written in, spoken 
at meetings, or signed the 
4,000 strong petition. Cutting 
pollution is important, as is 
our history. But so are people - 
and when we hear worries 
about roads without crossings, 
or when they say they would 
not have moved here if they 
had known about this scheme, 
surely something is wrong? 

Any solution for Canter¬ 
bury’s traffic problems has to 
be looked at across the wider 
city. The time has come to halt 
the scheme and go back to the 
drawing board for a solution 
that works. This time with 


prior consultation. Let’s ask 
residents what they want for 
the area first, rather than 
introducing a scheme and 
asking for views later.

Warning: Don’t dodge paying taxes

STEER well clear of risky 
tax avoidance schemes is 
the message from Sidcup 
accountants and corporate 
finance experts McBrides. 

Following the Prime 
Minister's condemnation of 
comedian Jimmy Carr and the 
revelation that more A-D list 
celebrities have been escaping 
the full force of EIMRC by using 
tax avoidance schemes, 
managing partner Nick Paterno, 
pictured, says: "Don't do it." 

While tax avoidance 
schemes such as those used 
by Carr and other celebrities 
are perfectly legal, they have 
been condemned as morally 
wrong and a means by which 
the rich have managed to 
remain even richer, while the 
man in the street struggles to 
pay his taxes. 


Paterno said: "Obviously, it’s 
the job of an accountant to 
represent their client, 
maximising profits and 
minimising tax. However, 
some of the riskier tax 
avoidance schemes 
quite clearly exploit 
loopholes in the law 
which HMRC is trying 
to patch up." 

The Government allocated 
HMRC nearly Elbillion in 2010 
to fight tax avoidance, evasion 
and fraud over the following 
four years and it has given 
high-profile publicity to cases 
in which culprits have been 
apprehended. It has made it 
quite apparent that it will not 
hesitate to act when taxation 
rules are being abused. 

Carr is said to have invested 
millions in an offshore loan 


scheme, which had the effect 
of reducing his income tax to 
just 1.5 per cent. HMRC 
is investigating 
hundreds of similar 
schemes as part of its 
effort to clamp down 
on those who gain 
unfair advantage. 
Paterno said: 
"Following the recent publicity 
about these schemes, the 
Revenue is likely to take a dim 
view of anyone trying to take 
unfair advantage and there is 
no guarantee that these 
schemes will ultimately work. 
Anyone entering into such 
planning must do so with their 
eyes wide open and be aware 
they are exposing themselves 
to potentially years of dialogue 
and examination by HMRC, 
with no guarantee of success."

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Credit where credit’s due 



A personal view from Denis 
Minns, managing director of 
Sevenoaks-based DBS Homes, 
who wants to give "credit 
where it is due" - by ensuring 
those who make a contribu¬ 
tion to society get something 
back for their generosity and 
selflessness 


WE all have credit records and some of us have a 
more chequered past than others. 

Today, details of our credit history are omni¬ 
present and can be all-too easily sourced by 
those considering lending to us. It is all based on 
risk and reward - if you lend Mr Average a fiver, 
you have a 75 per cent chance of getting it 
back. 

The wealthy, meanwhile, don’t have to worry. 
Not because they can easily maintain a good 
credit rating, but because they don’t need credit 
in the first place. While those who desperately 
need to borrow money, find it problematic. Need, 
unfortunately, is not what determines the allo¬ 
cation of credit. 

If we have the capacity and inclination to keep 
credit records on all our citizens, then I believe 
there should be another kind of record - a “con¬ 
tribution record”. 

Here, the scores of those who have made con¬ 
tributions to society by way of sacrifice of their 
time for charity or in gainful employment would 
be recorded, as a testament to their social pay¬ 
back - a way of restoring a bit of the collective 
balance in favour of the selfless. Not in order to 
judge those who don’t make such a contribu¬ 
tion, but to reward those who do. 

Something of this notion was expressed by 
Frank Field, the Labour MP for Birkenhead. He 
feels: ‘’benefits have to be earned rather than au¬ 
tomatically allocated on need.*’ 

Surely it would be fairer to allocate housing to 
those who have made a contribution to our own 
society over many years? 


And that surely is our principal concern: hous¬ 
ing allocation. Housing authorities may have a 
points system for housing allocation, but these 
are based on need. Why not have a system that 
consults the contribution record? 

In the most part, land on which affordable 
housing is built, is paid for by the development of 
market housing. 

Provision is made on new homes develop¬ 
ments for affordable housing to be built on be¬ 
half of housing associations, or a payment is 
made towards affordable housing elsewhere. 
Building costs, meanwhile, are met by grants 
from the Homes and Communities Agency and 
Local Authorities. 


Developers undertake the construction of 
affordable housing to rigorous building codes 
and timescales. 

These homes, provided by our housing asso¬ 
ciations, offer economical, energy efficient and 
low-maintenance buildings for their occupiers. 
They are the best housing available and make a 
positive contribution to the reinvigoration of 
our communities. 

Let us then instead, provide these homes 
to those in society who make the most positive 
contribution too. 

We have too little subsidised housing to go 
round - let it be allocated to those who have 
earned it.

Celebrating 85 years on track 

Nick Ames finds out about the remarkable history of the world's smallest public railway 


R OMNEY, Hythe andDymchurch 
Railway - the smallest public rail¬ 
way in the world - celebrates its 
85th anniversary next weekend. 

The official opening took place 
on July 16, 1927, with the 
locomotive Hercules hauling the inaugural 
train from Hythe to New Romney. When first 
opened to the public the line only covered, in 
double track, the eight miles between the two 
small towns. 

But owner Captain Jack Howey soon had his 
eye on extending the line and in 1928 double 
tracks carried the trains to Dungeness running 
close to Greatstone - a ride of 13.5 miles. 

Current general manager Danny Martin - 
who used to run operations for British Rail - 
said next Sunday will see the main commemo¬ 
rations of the anniversary. 

“It’s the closest date we can get to the 
running of the first passenger train,” he said. 
“So we shall be re-enacting the event.” 

The railway operates one-third scale 
locomotives, both steam and diesel powered - 
and a fleet of passenger carriages. Trains run at 
around 2 5 mph, slowing down to negotiate the 
numerous level crossings and bridges. 

Locomotives are based on classic British and 
Canadian-Pacific Railroad designs - with the 
latter being constructed as it was felt the 
enclosed cabs would give drivers more protec¬ 
tion against the rain and wind which occasion¬ 
ally sweeps across the Marsh. 

Their names include Dr Syn, the legendary 
smuggler of the area, and Winston Churchill. 




The RH&DR was the culmination of the 
dreams of two men, Captain Jack (EP) Howey — 
a racing driver, millionaire land owner, former 
Army officer and miniature railway fan and 
Count Louis Zborowski well-known racing 
driver of his day - famous for owning and 
racing the Chitty Chitty Bang Bang Mercedes - 
and a man considerably richer than Howey. 

The Count was keen to build a fully working 
express railway using the 15” gauge, and 
ordered two Pacific class locomotives, Green 
Goddess and Northern Chief which are both still 
in service, to be designed by the leading model 
engineer of his day, Henry Greenly and built in 
Colchester by Davey, Paxman and Co. 

Before they were delivered however, the 
Count was killed while racing at Monza in the 
Italian Grand Prix. 

So Howey was left with two locomotives and 
the task of finding somewhere to run them. He 
commissioned Greenly to help, and it was he 
that came up with the idea of building a railway 
across a remote area of Kent - Romney Marsh. 

At the opening ceremony Earl Beauchamp, 
Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports, General Sir 
Ivor Maxse, chairman of the railway company,

Howey and traffic manager Robert Hardie, 
inspected Hercules and the inaugural train. 

Danny said: “During those early years, the 
railway became famous and people came to ride 
on the Smallest Public Railway in the World. 
The locomotive fleet was extended to nine 
main-line express engines and a fleet of 
luxurious coaches were built. 

“It suffered damage during the Second World 
War when the line was requisitioned by the 
War Department, which even created the only 
miniature armoured train in the world.” 

The line was used to take troops along the 
coast and Hercules was covered in armored 
plating and had two wagons converted to carry 
anti aircraft guns - the team were reputed to 
have shot down at least one enemy aircraft. 

It is believed the Luftwaffe pilot spotted the 
railway from above and was unaware it was a 
miniature network, diving to attack he 
misjudged and came too close to the defensive 
weaponary, so presenting an easy target. 

The line was used extensively during the 
building of PLUTO (Pipe Line Under The Ocean), 
which fuelled the Allied invasion force after the 
D Day landings of June 1944. 

The post-war years were good, and the 
publicity the RH&DR gained from being in the 
front-line paid off. 

Danny said: “Laurel and Hardy re-opened 
the line in 1947, this was the first time it got 
large scale publicity. 


“The 50s and early 60s saw a boom in 
tourism and the Kent coast and the line 
benefited greatly with large numbers of visitors 
coming for holidays.” 

The arrival of the Hollywood duo created a 
stir in Kent. They boarded a train at Ashford 
and then a car took them to Hythe where, 
despite a drizzle, thousands turned out to 
welcome them, including the Mayor of 
Folkestone Alderman H Hughes and the Mayor 
of Hythe Alderman J A Wiles. The duo were 
given as a momento a clockwork key which 
looked like something from a wind-up toy. 

An improvised comedy routine saw Laurel 
and Hardy attempt to board the small carriages 
before the train set off and lunch was taken at 
the Jolly Fisherman pub in Greatstone, with tea 
then held at the Light Railway Restaurant. 

But package tourism saw numbers declining 
in the late 60s while owner Howey died and 
investment fell away. Bridges were in poor 
condition, rolling stock was ageing, and 
locomotives were costly to maintain. 

Then a new owning group emerged headed 
by Sir William MacAlpine in 19 73 and repaired 
the damage. Crumbling bridges were renewed, 
rolling stock replaced and maintained, two new 
diesel locos were bought and a long term-time 
school train contract was signed. 

In the past the railway has carried freight, 
gravel, parcels and post as well as passengers. 

Now it sees more than 100,000 visitors a 
year and has licenses for weddings, gives people 
the chance to have a go at driving a train and 
holds special events throughout the year. 

“It’s always a challenge but very rewarding,” 
said Danny. “My last job - for British Rail and 
the various companies which came from it - 
was running the operations of a full sized 
railway. The issues I face now on a day-to-day 
basis are different, yet similar the many ways. 

“Here the buck stops with me and my team. 
We are responsible for everything. In my 
previous job the responsibility was shared, but 
there was also far more that could go wrong. ”

I N its clearly-defined role of traditional 
English country pub, The Bell has a 
marked advantage. After all, how many 
such venues can be based in such a 
wonderfully-titled village as St Nicholas-at- 
Wade? The name apparently comes from 
the time that monks would wade across the 
River Stour, which separates Thanet from the 
rest of Kent, and the place still retains a genuine 
charm not always easily found in these parts. 

St Nicholas (we’ll leave the wading bit alone 
now) is, it should be noted, a small village but a 
small village that happily manages to sustain 
two pubs in these difficult times for the 
hospitality industry - two pubs indeed that are 
slap-bang opposite each other. So we’re talking 
quite a village. And, to be fair, quite a pub. 

We visited on a weekday evening for a 
birthday meal. Not quite what you’d call a big 
party - two children, two parents, two 
grandparents - but enough to be getting on 
with, especially bearing in mind that one of this 
band numbered a boisterous six-year-old boy. 

Now here’s a thing. After all the times I’ve 
tutted at those on neighbouring tables who 
seemed unable or unwilling to keep their 
younger companions under control, I now find 
myself in the position of attempting the same. 
And attempt it we must - it is not fair to subject

other people out for a pleasant meal to noisy 
children charging around their tables - but 
there also has to be an acceptance that it is not 
the easiest job in the world. In other words, as 
long as they’re making a genuine effort to keep 
things calm, we should cut families with young 
children some slack when they’re out. 

And here The Bell scores highly. There is a 
strong feeling that this is a real family pub, and 
with it the understanding that this doesn’t have 
to mean rubbish food for the kids. Yes, it is 
possible to take children out for a meal and not 


subject them to chicken nuggets and giant oven 
chips. They are capable of enjoying much the 
same food as you, if in slightly smaller amounts. 

At which point, I should mention our 
portions, which were generous and fulfilling. If 
you like eating, you will like The Bell. 

An excellent a la carte menu was enforced by 
a specials board chalked up on the wall - we 
mixed and matched between the two, although 
the chicken pie proved so enticing that it was 
chosen as main course by three on our table. 

For me, though, it was oven-roasted duck 
breast served with Dauphinoise potatoes, fennel 
and orange sauce that took the fancy. The 
fennel (why oh why?!) needed removing from 
the equation - no problem, the cheery waitress 
told me - and all was right with my world. 

Pick of the starters was surely the crispy king 
prawns in a light crisp batter with sweet chilli, 
but the consumer of deep-fried Camembert in 
its own coating argued strongly otherwise. 
Whatever, we were both happy... as indeed 
were all, young and old alike.

MAKING a successful supermini seems like the 
biggest ask in the motor industry. 

It must be compact yet roomy enough for five; 
capable of scooting around town in comfort but 
also motorway cruising; cheap but not Spartan; 
stylish yet practical; and - for the manufacturer 
- priced affordably yet profitable. 

Rarely are these stars aligned, but they 
converged for the 1983-vintage Peugeot 205 
and launched a dynasty of small cars for the 
French marque. 

It sold five million units worldwide (UK 
425,000) and still looks fresh now. Critics were 
tough on its 1998 follow-up, the 206, but that 
sold 7.7 million (645,000) - the best-selling 
Peugeot ever and still produced in some 
countries. 

This was followed by the 207 in 2006, a 
relative failure selling ‘only’ three million 
(302,000) globally. 

And so to the latest of the line, the 208, 
which looks to have recaptured the 205’s star 
struck alignment. 

It’s one of those rare cars that looks good 
from all angles, and in either three or five door 
format. There are classy details too, such as the 
chrome dashes on the front foglights and, on 
the three-door, the trailing edge of the rear side 
windows. Impressively, style and distinction 
continues inside with arguably the best interior 
in the sector for design, materials, space and 
functionality. 

No wonder Peugeot says the 208 design gath¬ 
ered the best ever pre-launch consumer ratings 
for one of its cars. And this is important in the 
real world of car sales, because 68 per cent of 
superminis are bought privately, often because 
of how they look. 

Petrol models also dominate here (74 per 
cent) and Peugeot has launched a low emission, 
road tax exempt 68bhp 1.0-litre three-cylinder 
to try and mop up some of this demand, though 
there are also 1.2,1.4 and 1.6-litre petrol and 
1.4 and 1.6-litre diesel options. 

The new small engine is a brave effort and 
many buyers will like the price and economy - 
lack of road tax plus 65.7mpg on the official 
combined cycle - but it’s raucous and uneven 
around town, even if it does settle down when 
cruising. Unfortunately, the point was made too 
well when I stepped from the 1.0-litre petrol 
into a 208 1.61itre diesel, which was refined and 
responsive in all situations. 

Whatever the engine though, the cabin is a 
delight: real quality with smart driver interface 
work having been done on the steering wheel 
controls and display screen - more on that 
when we get a test car. 

And the icing on the cake for consumers is 
that this good looking newcomer could get a 
GTi model later to compare with the legendary 
205GTi, though Peugeot UK insiders say they 
will take it only if it has the handling and 
performance to burnish the legend.

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Hyundai battles badge bores

HERE’S a car to confound the badge snobs - Hy¬ 
undai’s second generation i30 hatchback. 

Get inside and it’s clear the Korean marque 
has used the VW Golf as the main benchmark - 
sister brand Kia has done the same with its new 
Ceed equivalent. 

Spend more time with the i30 though and 
most drivers would be hard-pressed to argue for 
buying the VW over the two Koreans, especially 
if you take into account the pricing and gener¬ 
ous warranties offered by Hyundai and Kia - five 
years plus unlimited mileage in the case of the 
i30, and a powerful persuader in gloomy eco¬ 
nomic times. 

But the VW badge carries snob value and the 
Hyundai’s does not... yet. 

However, the gap is closing fast; gurus of the 
secondhand market tell me cash-strapped used 
car buyers are cottoning on to Hyundai, causing 
values to harden of late. 

That bullish warranty isn’t given out lightly 
either, so secondhand buyers know they are get¬ 
ting something reliable, maybe with some war¬ 
ranty intact if the previous owner has replaced it 
after the usual three years’ ownership. 

But it is also about the soaring level of quality 
that Hyundai has built into its cars of late; the 
original i30 arrived in 2007 and that represent¬ 
ed a quantum leap over the marque’s previous 
efforts in that sector. 

Just five years on and ‘son of i30’ is another 
big step, with dashboard fixtures and fittings 
that would not disgrace a Golf or the others to 
beat here - the Ford Focus and Vauxhall Astra. 

True, the Hyundai still doesn’t quite cut it dy¬ 
namically, so keen drivers may still prefer the 
VW, Ford or Vauxhall, but the gap is closing fast 
here and Hyundai has caught up elsewhere. 

It certainly has the looks to compete; though I 
prefer the lines of the closely related Kia Ceed, 
the i30 has distinction, borrowing heavily on

the elegant i40 shape from the class above. 

Priced from an accessible £14,500 there is 
plenty of powertrain choice too - all with a six- 
speed gearbox standard - and including 1.4-litre 
petrol and diesel engines. 

However, the test car had Hyundai’s tried and 
tested 1.6CRDi diesel (from £16,895), available 
in HOPS (109bhp) and 128PS (126bhp) out¬ 
puts, but both equipped with Hyundai’s eco-effi- 
cient Blue Drive technology including auto stop/ 
start. This challenges the likes of the VW Golf 
BlueMotion - a rather more expensive proposi¬ 
tion from £19,430. 

In the case of our HOPS i30 model, Blue Drive 
translates into an official 76.3mpg on the com¬ 
bined cycle and 9 7g/km of C02 emissions, which 
means exemption from road tax. 

There’s no apparent downside to this miserly 
behaviour either, with a 0-62mph figure of 11.2 
seconds and decent low down pulling power for 
smart and safe take offs out of junctions. 


Standard i30 kit is generous, including voice- 
activated Bluetooth connectivity, LED daytime 
running lights, multi-function steering wheel for 
audio and other controls and electric/heated 
door mirrors and our mid-range Active model 
also gains alloys, cruise control, rear parking 
sensors and Hyundai’s Flex Steer system: Com¬ 
fort, Normal and Sport. 

Comfort mode certainly eases things up when 
parking, but Sport needs more bite, should you 
explore the more dynamic chassis on this new 
generation i30 and, ultimately, only underlines 
that the car falls short of the ruling Golf/Focus/ 
Astra party in this area. 

But there is little else to gripe about: the cabin 
is bigger all round than the previous car, as is the 
boot - now one of the biggest in the sector - while 
the dashboard is impressively well-ordered. 

It can’t be long before badge snobs realise 
that it’s cooler to be a trend setter in the case 
of Hyundai.

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Fiat supermini is now Punto

FIAT took a chance in 1993 when it coined the 
name Punto for its supermini series - it can mean 
full stop in Italian, and many older generation 
cars did just that. 

The model gained more reliability, space and 
style though when the Grande Punto arrived in 
2006, a necessary modification to the name as 
the previous and fairly obviously smaller Punto 
carried on being sold alongside it for a while. 

Following the demise of its little brother and a 
facelift in 2010, the Grande Punto evolved into 
- surprise, surprise - the Punto Evo. 

Now we have a major revision for 2012 and a 
reversion to Punto plain and simple - surely also 
signalling a full stop for this current body shell? 

But the Punto wears its five or so years well, 
remaining one of the most stylish yet practical 
three or five-door supermini designs on the road 
and also getting radical revisions this time 
around, not least Fiat’s multiple award-winning 
Twin Air petrol engine. 

As the name suggests, this is a lightweight 
twin-cylinder turbocharged unit, and the perfect 
riposte to the diesel revolution. It delivers power 
quickly with a sporty exhaust note when re¬ 
quired, but can be driven economically and also 
has low C02 emissions (98g/km) qualifying it 
for road tax exemption. 

This has already been a huge hit in the Fiat 
500, where its sporty nature has helped win over 
many male buyers to Fiat’s best-selling car. 


It will surely do the same for the Punto, espe¬ 
cially for those seeking the five-door versatility 
that the 500 cannot offer. 

A 1.2-litre and a pair of efficient 1.4-litre en¬ 
gines - one turbocharged - complete the petrol 
options. An economical 1.3-litre diesel unit is 
available with 7 5 and 8 5bhp - the latter also be¬ 
ing road tax-exempt. 

Fiat is openly chasing younger buyers with a 
new range of colours and alloy wheels and the 


adoption of several trim levels that have been 
successful for the 500: Pop, Easy, Lounge and 
the new GBT and TwinAir. 

Opening the range at £9,900 - below the psy¬ 
chologically important ten grand mark - the en¬ 
try level Pop version highlights the Punto’s val¬ 
ue proposition; kit includes trendy denim seat 
inserts, daytime running lights, steering wheel 
adjustable for reach and rake, height-adjustable 
driver’s seat and remote central locking.

Gills legend Cochrane 
still holds club close to 
heart three decades on

THERE can’t be many men who 
can claim to have taught the 
Saudi Arabian army how to 
play football, as well as scoring 
against England at Wembley. 

In fact there is just one - Ter¬ 
ry Cochrane. 

It’s nearly 30 years since the 
Northern Irish winger mesmer¬ 
ised fullbacks, and gave fans a 
lifetime of memories in a three 
year spell - including a goal 
from the halfway line which 
would make David Beckham’s 
effort look average. 

After arriving from Middles¬ 
brough on a free transfer in 
1983 he went on to make 131 
appearances scoring 21 goals 
in Keith Peacock’s side, which 
included the likes of Tony Cas- 
carino, Steve Bruce, and Dave 
Mehmet. 

And while fans have never 
forgotten those times, neither 
has Cochrane who still holds 
the club close to his heart. 

“I think maybe in hindsight I 
should have stayed another 
season but when you’ve played 
and you’ve peaked at a good 
time you could fade away in 
another year, I wanted to leave 
on a high note,” he said. 

“It’s nice to still be talked about 
when Gillingham comes up.” 

He was a crowd pleaser of 
the highest order, not just for 
his ability, but his on-field an¬ 
tics, including blowing his nose 
on corner flags, which kept 
fans entertained in a way he 


feels is lacking from the modern 
game. 

“I used to keep them amused, 
it’s part of the way I played, it 
was just off the cuff and the peo¬ 
ple seemed to like it,” he said. 

“I think I proved at Gilling¬ 
ham there was time to have fun 
and time to play and I found a 
good mixture.” 

His exploits weren’t anything 
new as any avid viewer of the 
1981/82 season Match of the 
Day will have noted. 

An overhead kick from out¬ 
side the area for Boro against 
Swansea in the FA Cup the sea¬ 
son before made sure that mo¬ 
ment was relived every Satur¬ 
day night in the opening 
sequence of the show. 

“It was the first of its kind,” 
he said. “Everybody followed 
the trend. 

“You’re a superstar now if 
you do it, or if you score from 
the halfway line you’re on 
£80,000 a week. Ordinary 
players think they’re World 
Cup players now, they’ve got 
the money and we haven’t. 

“It’s one of those things; if 
you look back in anger you’ll 
get bitter, you have to move 
on.” 

He didn’t manage an over¬ 
head kick in a Gills shirt, but 
there was one goal in particu¬ 
lar that is synonymous with 
Cochrane. 

Bristol Rovers were the visi¬ 
tors to Priestfield on December 
29, 1984. The Rovers keeper 
miscued a clearance to Co¬ 
chrane on the halfway line, 


and after neatly controlling the 
ball he chipped it straight back 
into the top corner. 

“I would love to have it on 
video, it’s one that I thought was 
a bit special for me, ” he said. 

“It should have been goal of 
the season.” 

With all that talent it’s no 
surprise he was capped at in¬ 
ternational level, but just two 
of his 26 caps came while he 
was with the Gills, against 
Scotland in December 1983, 
and Finland in May 1984. 

The European Champion¬ 
ships is a painful reminder of 
what might have been for Co¬ 
chrane who enjoyed career 
highs and lows with Northern 
Ireland. 

A hamstring injury just 
weeks before the 1982 World 
Cup ruled him out of the tour¬ 
nament and he had to make do

with a postcard from his team 
mates, after appearing in all 
but two of the qualifiers. 

“I pulled a hamstring in 
France and couldn’t get it 
right,” he said. “I would have 
gone, that’s the most disap¬ 
pointing part. 

“I don’t think it can grate on 
your mind, it’s just a memory 
you don’t care to think about. 

“They sent me a postcard 
and wished me all the best, and 
they shared the money out - it 
was nice of them to do that.” 

While his impact on that 
tournament will never be 
known, his goal against Eng¬ 
land at Wembley two years 
earlier in the Home Nations 
went a long way to helping his 
country win the competition 
for the first time in 66 years. 

If ever he forgets what im¬ 
pact that had he need only take 
a walk in the village where he 
was born. 

To mark that moment a mu¬ 
ral was painted, also depicting 
the last goal to be scored for 
Northern Ireland against Eng¬ 
land in 2005 by David Healy, 
who grew up just five doors 
along from Cochrane. 

“That’s one of my better 
memories,” he said. “You 
dream of going to Wembley 
and scoring against England. 

“That was a big thing for me 
coming from where I come 
from to score against England. 

“You find it a bit daunting, 
but you’re happy in your mem¬ 
ories, nowadays it doesn’t seem 
to matter, the modern game is 


outdating you.” 

After leaving Gillingham he 
went on to play with Dallas in 
the US and had brief spells at 
Hartlepool and Millwall. 

He then had another dabble 
with international football in 
the early 90s, this time coach¬ 
ing the Saudi Arabian military 
side. 

The team was gearing up for 
a tournament against fellow 
gulf nations and wanted pro¬ 
fessional help. 

“I saw an ad in the paper 
about coaches going, they in¬ 
vited me to London and next 
thing I knew I was in Saudi,” 
he said. 

“The Gulf War nullified the 


training, we got bits and pieces 
done which was good, it never 
happened because of the war. 

“I had an Egyptian interpret¬ 
er but football is a common 
language, you just have to 
shuffle it about a bit. 

“I would have gone back but 
the company lost the tender, so 
that was it. ” 

Management is something 
Cochrane is keen to get back 
into after acquiring his A li¬ 
cence, and has so far only tak¬ 
en the reigns at Glenavon in 
the Irish Premier League where 
he stayed for six months. 

In the meantime he is back 
in Middlesbrough part-time 
coaching in the community.

Dobriskey wins place as four more in Olympic squad

FOUR more Kent athletes have been selected to 
represent Great Britain at the Olympics. 

As widely expected sprint sensation Adam 
Gemili, and hurdler Jack Green had their places 
confirmed, 1,500m runner Lisa Dobriskey 
clinched her place in the final trial event in 
Birmingham. 

The Ashford-born runner has battled against 
blood clots on her lungs in the last year, but 
recovered in time to finish second in the 1,500m 
trial a week before the selection deadline. 

Kat Driscoll from Chatham will be Team GB's 
only representative in the trampoline event after 
winning the North West Gala event in June. 

The 28-year-old said: "It has been a long 
selection process for trampoline, so to be able 
to come out on top and be named part of Team 
GB is an incredible feeling and a huge honour. 


"I've dreamt of competing at an Olympic 
games since I was a child and continually told 
my Dad that I would be there one day as part of 
Team GB." 

Gemili from Dartford will go head-to-head 
with the fastest men in the world in the 100m 
and 4x100m relay. It has been a whirlwind six 
months for the 18-year-old who four years ago 
was paying just a passing interest in athletics. 

"My first Olympic memory was Beijing if I'm 
honest," Gemili said following Tuesday's official 
team announcement. "I remember the 100m 
but I wasn't too much into athletics. I’ve seen it 
since on Youtube and I've been doing my 
research." 

"I feel privileged that I've earned a place and I 
will be lining up against the Likes of Usain Bolt 
and Asafa PoweLL, potentially anything can 


happen in that race and it feels really good. 

"I will be running against the best guys in the 
world and hopefully I’LL run the times they run 
and maybe even better it. Just to be there on 
the day will be amazing. 

"I'm improving a Lot and that 10.08 was quite 
scrappy, it wasn't my best race. I've made a Lot 
of improvements and changes and if I keep 
improving then we can hopefully see some 
quicker times." 

He became fastest British runner this year, 
and the second ever fastest for his age behind 
Dwain Chambers after smashing his personal 
best and the Olympic A qualification time in 
Regensburg, in Germany. 

Green, 21, from Maidstone, claimed his place 
in the 400m hurdles and 4x400m hurdles after 
running the qualification time Last month.

“We met him on a number of occasions and 
we were very excited by his vision. ” 

His appointment will be seen as a risky one by 
many with his track record in recent years show¬ 
ing a lack of staying power, but one thing is for 
sure he will get whatever side is put in front of 
him fired up. 

The man nicknamed Mad Dog, due to a habit 


in his playing days of foaming at the mouth, was 
unemployed after his successful rescue mission 
at Barnet at the end of the season. 

He was brought in for the final three games of 
the season with the aim of keeping the Underhill 
outfit in the Football League, a feat he achieved 
on the final day of the season. 


He has been among the top names linked with 
the job alongside Mark Robson who was given 
the job at Allen’s former club Barnet, Steve Til- 
son, and Keith Millen.
